Obvious operations such as watering, spraying, digging, fer- 
tilizing, winter protecting and tractor plowed fields have pur- 
posely been omitted. 


FIRST: 


CUTTINGS ARE MADE FROM

Since stamina, bloom, color and branching

Our potting operation actual- 
ly carries through most of the year because 
cuttings are first transplanted into very small 
pots, then, as they grow larger and larger, they 
are moved into bigger and bigger pots. This is 
done to insure and control proper root growth.

PRODUCTION GOALS 


As you can well imagine, our business is filled 
with many unusual, interesting and sometimes 
perplexing facets. We start little plants out in 
life—we feed them—nurse them along and 
finally they are full grown, and we feel proud 
of the accomplishment. Yet——our plants are a 
commodity which must be marketed. 


There is no way of our knowing what plants, 
shrubs or trees will appeal to you this season. 
However, three, four, five or even six years ago, 
we had to estimate what we thought you would 
want to buy this year—then set out to grow the 
large variety of items in quantities we believed 
would satisfy your desires. 


As long ago as 1949, we started many of the 
items we expect you will purchase this year. 
They began as cuttings, have been through the 
rooting, potting, hardening stages, and have 
been developing in fields for several years. 


While we do not want to grow too few plants 
of each variety and have you disappointed, on 
the other hand, we cannot grow too many and 
have a large surplus, since next year’s quotas are 
already growing in the fields to be at their peak 
of perfection for shipping and _ transplanting 
next year. 


WATER AT WAYSIDE 


We cannot resist telling you about Wayside Gar- 
dens’ experience with the ‘‘Dowsing Rod.’ We 
think you will find it interesting as well as 
thought provoking. 


As every gardener knows, seedlings and young 
plants do not have the root growth or stamina 
to withstand long periods without water. There- 
fore, a nursery the size of Wayside must have 
huge quantities of water available, particularly 
during extended dry spells such as those we have 
had in the past several years. 


Faced with the problem of obtaining a large 
auxiliary water supply, we called in well-drilling 
experts, and at their suggestion, had several 
wells drilled at locations of their choosing. One 
turned out to be ‘salt water (which cannot be 
used on plants), the others were totally inade- 
quate. 


The work of Henry Gross and Kenneth Roberts 
of Kennebunkport, Maine, was brought to our 
attention, and in desperation we turned to them 
for help. Upon the request of Mr. Roberts we 
sent to Kennebunkport a crude map of our 
nursery. It is upon this map in Kennebunkport, 
that Gross located our supplies of underground 
water. Being sure there was water available, 
Mr. Gross came to Mentor, Ohio, and pointed 
out to us the locations on the spot, giving the 
depth at which water could be found and the 
amount of water to be expected. 


Fantastic as this may all seem, we have de- 
veloped the locations as instructed and, in every 
instance, found the amount of water at the 
depth the ‘‘Dowsing Stick’? indicated in the 
hands of Gross. 


During the drought of recent years, the fourth 
and largest well was finished just in time to 
pour millions of gallons of water over the parch- 
ed and cracked soil of a section of our nursery, 
saving it from complete ruin. This final well 
produces so much water it could supply a small 
village with adequate water for all its needs: 


We do not know what there is about a “‘Dowsing 
Rod” which makes it capable of detecting water, 
we only know that it worked wonders for us. 
We are grateful to Mr. Gross and Mr. Roberts 
for their fine job done at Wayside.

As the shipping season approaches, plants such 
as Chrysanthemums, which may be temporarily 
stored in the greenhouse, are brought indoors 
for inspection, labeling and sorting to be readily 
available for orders. Other plants are dug by 
field crews within hours of the time they are to 
be shipped and brought into the sorting room for 
perennial plants.

Several batteries of sorting bins as illustrated in 
the photograph at upper right, are used to col- 
late orders. Plants from different sections of 
the nursery are gathered in quantities needed 
to complete 100 orders at a time. They are 
then delivered to sorters who distribute them to 
the bin assigned to each order.

When the containers in the sorting bins have 
been checked, the complete orders are delivered 
to the shipping department where roots are 
carefully wrapped in moist Sphagnum Moss and 
sent on to be packaged either in our special car- 
tons or crates.

Culture. Delphiniums require a rich, generous and well drained soil. On 
soils of a light or medium nature dig in plenty of well-decayed manure. In 
those of a heavy nature it is desirable to fork up the subsoil and compost of 
two parts loam and one of equal proportions of decayed manure and sand. 
The plants are best grown in groups of three or six. Allow a distance of at 
least 18 inches to 2 feet between the plants. Planting may be done in 
autumn or early spring. Remove faded flowers, and on no account allow 
seeds to develop, then a second crop of flowers may be expected later on. 


DELPHINIUM BELLADONNA 


The Belladonna Delphinium does not grow quite as tall as the popular 
English Hybrids, but they produce more spikes and are more graceful, 
therefore, more useful for cutting.

(Bleeding Heart or Seal Flower.) An old-fashioned favorite; its long 
racemes of graceful heart-shaped pink flowers are always attractive. 
It is used also for forcing in the house, and is perfectly at home in any 
part of the hardy border, and especially valuable for planting in clumps. 


Dicentra Hybrid, Bountiful U. s. Plant Patent No. 1198 
Each $1.25, Three $3.35, Doz. $11.00 
This is aq remarkable hybrid, in a robust way resembling the Plumy 
Bleeding Heart (Dicentra Eximia) but vastly superior. It forms a clump 
fully 18 inches in diameter of handsome dark blue-green foliage, about 
10 inches high. The flowers appear in early May and as many as 30 to 
40 flower stems can be counted on a 2-yr. established plant. Stalks are 
about 18 to 20 inches tali and topped with fuchsia-red flowers which 
are about double in size of the common Plumy Bleeding Heart. It comes 
into bloom before Dicentra Eximia and the flowers last well into July. 
Throughout the summer a few flowers are produced; but in the early 
autumn, it blooms as freely again as it did in spring, Perfectly hardy, 
does well in any well drained soil and prefers sun to shade. As we said 
before, a remarkable plant with a great future, we predict it will, before 
long, be growing in most of the gardens in this country. 


DICTAMNUS - Gas Plant or Fraxinella 


An_ old-fashioned herbaceous perennial. Once firmly established, a 
plant will continue to thrive in the same spot for several generations. 
They have ash-like leaves which emit a delightfully fragrant odor, and the 
auaintly formed flowers are borne in upright racemes. The inflorescence 
is covered with glands secreting a resinous, volatile matter, which may be 
ignited in the evening of hot days without any damage to the plants. 

Culture. They require a deep, rich, loamy soil and a sunny, well-drained 
border. Not suitable for heavy, damp soils. Best grown singly, so as to 
display the handsome contour and beauty of the foliage. Once planted, 
avoid disturbing the roots. Plant in spring or fall, 10 to 12 inches apart. 


Fraxinella caucasicus Each $1.10, Three $2.75, Doz. $9.50 
A very showy border perennial, forming a bush about 214 feet, having 
fragrant foliage and spikes of rosy pink flowers with deeper veins dur- 
ing June and July. It is not advisable to transplant often, as it im- 
proves with age, being one of the most permanent features of the 
herbaceous border. 


Alba Each $1.10, Three $2.75, Doz. $9.50 
The white-flowered variety of above, and much sought after as a long- 
lasting flower for cutting. 


DIGITALIS - Foxglove 


The stately Foxglove is a biennial and so, in fact, are the many beau- 
tiful strains of it with large, spotted flowers. There are, however, three 
perennial species of considerable beauty which are suitable for the mixed 
border. All are attractive plants for the shady border or the woodland 
garden. 

Culture. Piants of the perennial species mcy be planted in autumn or 
spring, 6 to 8 inches apart, in well-drained, good garden soil. The biennial 
strains are best transplanted early in spring; if fall planting must be 
done, protect carefully for the winter. All the kinds described will succeed 
in ordinary soil in sun or in shade. They make a charming effect when 
grown in masses, and readily reproduce themselves from seed. 


Ambigua or Grandiflora Three $2.00, Doz. $6.50 
2- to 3-foot spikes in June and July. A hardy plant, with yellowish 
flowers, marked with brown. Effective in groups in wild gardens. This 
is @ good perennial species. 


Giant Shirley Hybrids Three $1.50, Doz. $4.75 
The flower heads are over 3 feet long, crowded with big, bell-shaped 
blossoms. Colors range from white and shell-pink to deepest rose, many 
attractively dotted crimson or chocolate. 


DORONICUM - Leopardbane 


Very showy yellow-flowered perennial. Their yellow, daisy-like flowers 
are invaluable for cutting. As they flower chiefly in spring, they are in- 
dispensable in the border at that period of the year. They have bright 
green, heart-shaped leaves which disappear during July and August when 
the plant is dormant. 

Culture. Thrive well in heavy soils and succeed in sunny or partially 
shaded borders. Best grown in groups of six or more. Plant in autumn or 
early spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. Lift, divide and replant every third 
year; remove the flower heeds directly after they fade, then a_ second 
crop of flowers will follow. Water freely in dry weather. Lovely with pale 
lavender Tulips. 


Caucasicum Each 90c, Three $2.40, Doz. $7.50 
Large, bright yellow flowers on 2-foot stems; one of the most sparkling 
early spring-flowering perennials. Effective in a hardy border in com- 
bination with Tulips. It is a splendid flower for cutting, as it carries well

Culture. Ordinary soil in sun or light shade in border or wild garden. 


Plant in autumn or spring 10 to 12 inches apart. 


Taplow Blue Each 90c, Three $2.40, Doz. $7.50, 100 $47.50 
This variety is particularly desirable. The flower heads are larger and 
are intense metallic blue. It is very free flowering and does beautifully 
in difficult, dry soils. A clump of Taplow Blue makes a fine contrast 
growing alongside of white Phlox. Plant in full sun. Hardy anywhere. 


EPIMEDIUM .- Barrenwort (See also ground cover page 14.) 


Dwarf perennials with handsomely marked and leathery leaves which 
assume a bronzy tint in autumn. Dainty little plants for colonizing on the 
margins of partially shaded borders and rock gardens. Foliage is classic in 
design and most useful for cutting. 

Culture. Grow in peat and loam in partial shade. Plant in colonies of 
three or more in fall or spring, 6 inches apart. Do not remove old leaves, 
as they help to protect the plants in winter. 


Macranthum Lilacinum Each 90c, Three $2.40, Doz. $7.50, 100 $47.50 
We have found this to be one of the best. Its handsome foliage is pleas- 
ant to look at from early spring until winter. It makes nice clumps, 
spreads well and does beautifully in shade under shrubs and trees as 
well as for edging along shady paths or walks. Early in spring the plants 
produce dozens of stalks with dainty lilac-blue flowers that are a joy 
to see. Hardy anywhere.

A very effective genus of Michaelmas-Daisy-like plants usually with 
pink and purple flowers; are indispensable for groups and flower borders 
and are excellent for cutting.

Culture. Ordinary, fairly moist soil and a sunny position will suit all. 
The dwarf kinds should be grown in the rock garden. Plant in autumn or 
early spring, 10 to 12 inches apart. Lift, divide and replant every third 
year. 


Speciosus Each 85c, Three $2.25, Doz. $7.50 
Large, handsome blue flowers, violet tinted and yellow centers during 
June and July; fine for cutting. 


ERYNGIUM - Sea-Holly 


Handsome, hardy perennials with rigid, spiny leaves, and thistle-like 
flowers surrounded by spiny bracts. They are decidedly attractive plants 
for sunny borders. The flower heads, with their metallic blue or silvery 
bracts and stems, are beautiful subjects for cutting for indoor decoration. 

Culture. They will thrive in ordinary, well-drained soil and a sunny border. 

Plant in autumn or early spring, 10 to 
12 inches apart. Particularly well adapted for sandy soils.

FERNS - Hardy Varieties 


_ The cultivation of Hardy Ferns is remarkably simple. All they want is a little 
light alluvial soil, and a little loam and peat or leaf mold sufficient to keep 
the soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position varying from partial to 
deep shade. The Aspleniums and many others will grow on walls, chinks of 
rocks, etc. Many will revel in full sunshine in any border. 


f Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets prac- 
tically no sun will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the position should be a 
very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface about 6 inches to a 
foot. For a good effect plant 8 to 10 inches apart. 


Adiantum pee Each 70c, Three $1.90, Doz. $6.00, 100 $32.50 
The well known Maidenhair Fern, grows at its best on moist banks, stony 
and well shaded. It will thrive in any shaded location, even if dry, but 
will not be as tall as it will with plenty of moisture.

Excellent plants for growing in sunny or 
partially shady borders on the margins of water or as edgings to beds and walks. 

Culture. Funkias require to be grown in a rich, well-manured soil. The varie- 
gated kinds are best grown in partial shade. The others will succeed in sunny 
borders, by the waterside, or as specimens in groups. Subcordata should be 
grown in a warm, sheltered position. Plant in fall or early spring, six inches 
apart. 


Coerulea lanceolata Each 80c, Three $2.15, Doz. $7.00, 100 $40.00 
Broad green leaves. blue flowers from July to August. 
Glauca Each $1.00, Three $2.70, Doz. $8.75, 100 $55.00 


A very fine species with large blue-gray leaves. It develops into a stately, 
handsome foliage plant for the open border and is superb in shady places.

Shady spots in the garden are often unsightly but this condition is 
easily corrected with the right plants. A handsome effect is quickly 
made with a few Funkias. All are perfect for this purpose.

GAILLARDIA - Blanket Flower 


We consider the Gaillardia one of the most desirable hardy plants in cultiva- 
tion. Everyone wil! have noticed how grandly Gaillardias have thriven through 
droughts; they seem hardly to need water. The gay blossoms are obtainable 
in perpetual profusion from June to November, and the greater the drought 
and scarcity of other flowers the more the utility of the perennial Gaillardia 
_is demonstrated. 

Culture. A rich, but light soil is essential to grow Gaillardias successfully. 
They cannot be depended upon to survive the winter on heavy, clay soils, but 
do splendidly on those of a light or medium character. Require a sunny position. 
Plant in fall or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart.

Once es- 
tablished do not disturb, then they will grow and flower with great freedom, 
and produce a pretty effect the entire summer.

There are two distinct types, one, Christmas Rose, flowering in late 
winter, and the other, Lenten Rose, in spring. Both are valuable for gar- 
den decoration because of their flowering during the dull period of the 
year. 


Culture. Require to be grown in a cool, moist, shady position, such as 
under the shade of trees or Gmong ferns. The ideal soil is a retentive loam, 
freely mixed with leaf mold and well-rotted manure. As Helleborus are 
impatient of disturbance at the roots it is advisable to select a position 
for them where they will not be required to be disturbed for many years. 
Planting may be done in fall or spring, 12 inches apart. Each autumn add 
a top dressing of leaf mold and well-rotted manure, and let it lie on the 
surface. In summer give plenty of water.

As the plants grow 
6 to 8 feet high, they must, of course, be grown at the back of the border, 
and should be fully 18 inches apart. Plant in fall or spring.

One is the Shasta Daisy, which bears large, white flowers on long stems, and is, therefore, 
invaluable for cutting, and the other is the Leucanthemum, the Daisy of our meadows. 


CULTURE: The Shasta Daisies require a deep, rich soil. They must have a sunny position. They should be planted 


1 foot apart. It is advisable to lift and divide the root stocks every alternate year, then the plants will be more 
compact in growth and also yield much finer flowers than if left undisturbed.

They have grassy, linear leaves 
produced in a thick, tufty mass, out of which arise the stems furnished with 
spikes of purple flowers. 

Culture. They will all thrive in ordinary garden soil, in sun or in shade, 
and are grown in groups of three or more. Plant in autumn or early spring. 
May be grown by the waterside, and bees are very partial to the flowers.

STOKESIA - Cornflower Aster; Stokes’ Aster 


A very handsome perennial, with China-Asterlike flowers, that appear 
late in the season, about September It prefers a warm, sheltered loca- 
tion. Should certainly be grown in all gardens since its flowers are most 
beautiful in form and color. 

Culture. Grow in a sunny, well drained border in sandy loam, 6 inches 
apart. Plant in Merch or early autumn. 


Blue Moon Each 90c, Three $2.40, Doz. $7.50 


The immense light blue disc-like flowers are 5 to 6 inches in diameter, 
growing on stiff 12- to 18-inch stems. In the foreground of the border 
they make a picture not easily duplicated. Stokesia, Blue Moon, is a 
vigorous-growing and free-flowering variety of exceptional merit and 
distinction.

Culture. Those listed will thrive in good, ordinary soil in sunny positions, 
are best grown in masses in the larger borders. Plant in autumn or 
early spring, 10 inches apart; divide and replant every third year. 


Pitcheri Each 90c, Three $2.40, Doz. $7.50 
Similar to Azurea, but of more branching habit; large flowers of a rich 
gentian-blue color, and one of the most admired plants by the many 
visitors to cur nurseries during the early autumn. 3 to 4 feet.

The dwarf kinds do 
well as edgings to borders or in rock gardens. Others are suitable for 
grouping in the border. 

Culture. Ordinary soil and dry, sunny borders or dry, sunny places in the 
rock garden will suit all. Spectabile, indeed, will also thrive in shade. Plant 
in autumn or spring, 4 to 8 inches apart.

(Golden Moss.) Much used for covering graves; foliage green, flowers 
bright yellow; prostrate and slowly spreading.

For Covering Walls 

The well known English Ivy with its shiny, evergreen, glossy foliage is not 
suited for the northern parts of this country as a wall covering. It is lovely 
on the walls throughout the south, but its use should be carefully con- 
sidered north of Washington, D. C. 

The north wall of our office building in Mentor, Ohio, is completely 
covered with a fine form of the Baltica Ivy (Hedera helix gracilis), see 
illustration on page 122. Baltica Ivy will withstand temperatures as low as 
10 degrees below zero but only when growing on north and west walls. 
Bright sunlight on east and south walls will Kill it. For that position you'd 
better use Climbing Hydrangea or Boston Ivy for solid covering or its 
miniature form, the variety Lowi if a tracery effect is preferred.

THE QUEEN OF VINES 


There is a much wider range of varieties than is generally thought. 
Descriptions below are condensed because the species to which each variety 
belongs covers the major points. The two important species are: Wisteria 
Sinensis, the Chinese Wisteria, characterized by large fragrant flowers in 
compact clusters of medium length. They come into bloom very young and 
all the flowers in each cluster open at about the same time before any 
leaves appear. Wisteria Floribunda, which is better known as Wisteria Multi- 
juga or Japanese Wisteria, has long slender racemes of smaller flowers. 
Those at top are fully open while the lower ones are only small unopened 
buds. This of course lengthens the blooming period until the leaves are 
pretty well out. All our stock is grafted and grown in a special manner to 
induce early bloom rather than a lot of useless wood. Seedlings or plants 
improperly propagated may go eight or ten years without ever producing a 
flower. We maintain that if wood is the main thing wanted, it is more 
economical to patronize a lumber yard than a nursery. 

For largest flowers, fertilize Wisterias in autumn after leaves have fallen; 
never during spring or summer as this induces too much: growth and no 
flowers. It is essential to expose Wisterias to full sun if you want an 
abundance of blooms. 
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All Wisterias we send out, either vines or tree form, have flowered 
in the nursery. You can absolutely depend on yours to bloom. Newly 
transplanted Wisterias sometimes remain dormant (show no leaves) 
until August.

CARE OF TREE WISTERIAS 

The proper time to ‘‘shape-up” or “trim”? your Tree or Vine Wisteria 
is from the third week in July until August 15th. Cut back new growth 
to fourth or fifth bud. Fertilize only during winter months—November, 
December and January—never in spring. Spring feeding induces un- 
reasonable growth and not flowers. Very important it is to remember 


that newly transplanted Wisteria trees or vines often do not ‘“‘leaf out” 
until August. Water plants freely while in this apparent dormant state. 


INFORMATION ABOUT WISTERIAS 

Because the flower buds can be killed by extremely low 
temperatures, Wisterias may fail to flower and are not recom- 
mended for planting in the following States: Idaho, lowa, Maine, 
Northern Michigan, Minnesota, Montana, Nebraska, New 
Hampshire, North Dakota, South Dakota, Vermont, Northern

Based on many years’ experience, we have worked out systems for handling 
plant materials expeditiously and correctly. However, to keep these seasonal rush periods down to a min- 
imum, it is extremely helpful if you will order as early as possible. 


When to Order 


Send us your order as soon as you have made your 
selections. Do not delay mailing it to us! Much prelimi- 
nary work must be done before the actual shipping of 
plants is possible. Nursery products are not manufactured 
but are grown so that in case of ‘short crops’’ early orders 
have first consideration. Most important, however, is the 
fact that early spring delivery and early spring planting 
produce the best results. Nursery products are best han- 
dled completely dormant and grow best when put into 
the ground early in spring before hot weather has arrived. 
When planting is to be done in the autumn, start as soon 
as stock is dormant and continue until the ground is 
frozen hard. 


We Ship at Proper Planting Time 


All plants, roses, shrubs or bulbs will! be shipped at the 
proper time for planting in your locality. If there is a 
special date on which you would like to receive your 
order, mention it on your order blank. Weather permit- 
ting, we will comply with your request, but remember a 
“rainy” day can upset the best laid plans. !f, upon re- 
ceipt of package or bundle, you are not able to plant con- 
tents at once, open package to admit air, keep roots 
moist and store in a cool place, away from wind and heat. 
We pack carefully and a few days’ delay in planting will 
not matter if you carry out the above instructions.

Shipping Directions 

It is not possible to determine weights of shrubs or 
plants in advance; therefore, we have never included 
ransportation charges in the purchase price of any of 
our products. Unless instructed to the contrary, we ship 
by Express, this being the fastest as well as the best 
method because large bundles rarely comply with postal 
regulations. 

We can forward small orders by parcel post and, if 
wonted sent that way, add 10 per cent to value of order 
for postage and packing to points east of the Mississippi 
River and 15 per cent to points west of the Mississippi 
River. Packages traveling by parcel post containing 
perishable items shipped after May Ist are sent special 
handling. We pay the special handling charge. 


Our Method of Packing

Small Purchases 


We have based our prices of plants, roses, shrubs, and 
bulbs in this catalog on the assumption that orders re- 
ceived will be $10.00 in value or more. If your purchase 
is for a lesser amount, it will be a privilege to serve 
you, but please add 50 cents service charge to your re- 
mittance. Handling small orders in any nursery requires 
o great amount of labor and is very expensive. Orders 
for less than $10.00 for sundries or books do not require 
this extra 50-cent service charge. 


Remittances Must Accompany Order 


Your remittance and your order will be acknowledged 
when received. Checks, money orders or bank drafts may 
be used.
